New Backgrounds for Antiques 


One of the best sources for fine antiques 
in New York is Reisie & Gigi Zucker, 
and if you haven’t recently stopped by 
their shop at 432 East 75th Street, there 
are at least two good reasons why you 
should. The first is a newly arrived ship- 
ment from Europe comprised chiefly of 
furniture, with emphasis on simplicity 
of styling. The second reason is a series 
of settings on the second floor designed 
by James C. Morse, N.S.1.D. Black vel- 
vet, a blue-and-white printed fabric 
from Greeff, and burlap panels divided 
by strips of floral fabric have been 
used as backgrounds to create the feel- 
ing of individual rooms. The result is 
as smart as any Paris boutique. The 
Zuckers’ collection of furniture has 
grown so tremendously in recent years 
that one can now find something for 
just about any room in the house.

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A FEDERAL ADVISORY COUNCIL ON THE ARTS 


The following excerpts from an address given by Representative John V. Lindsay 
on October 6th at the Northeast Regional Conference of the American Institute of 
Interior Designers held at the Plaza Hotel, New York, represent a concept which 


merits the support of every phase of the cultural arts: 


One of our greatest national assets is the increasing awareness of the value of the artistic 
life, in whatever form it may take, whether it is music, literature, art or interior design. We 
are faced with the problem of further developing these art forms and improving the general 
cultural scene. I have strongly advocated a Federal Advisory Council on the Arts. In this 
past session of Congress I introduced a bill to establish a Council on the Arts for it is my 
firm belief that the Federal Government should give greater recognition and encouragement 
to the arts. Unfortunately, many people feel that development of the arts in this country is 
altogether a local problem. But few can deny that the recent crises of the Metropolitan 
Opera or the plight of the living theatre affects everyone in the country. 

We have had a disappointment in the recent vote in the House of Representatives when the 
Thompson-Lindsay bill to create a Federal Advisory Council on the Arts was defeated by 
a narrow margin. This bill is bipartisan. The Arts Council would not create or administer 
subsidies. A Council of Advisors, representing approximate proportions of the major art 
fields and the allied arts, would undertake studies and make recommendations for main- 
taining and increasing our cultural resources. The Council would propose methods to en- 
courage private initiative in the arts and give the arts a national spokesman and a national 
forum. It would provide a significant national impetus to the systematic exchange of views 
on cultural matters. 

Our setback will be temporary but only if we can have your help. The bill came to the 
Floor of the House under a rules procedure which requires a two-thirds majority vote. We 
did not have that, but the bill will be considered again in 1961 if we obtain a debate rule 
which requires a simple majority vote. We cannot get that without your help and assistance. 

We must have organized representation from all the art fields, invoking every media at 
their disposal to convince the Congress of our need. We must impress Congress that the 
development of cultural and artistic interests is essential to the general welfare. 


I have often referred to the interior design profession as the greatest nonacademic 
cultural force in America. By supporting the Thompson-Lindsay bill you have a real 


opportunity to demonstrate the cultural force inherent in your profession,

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Decoration & Design 1962 





































Decoration & Design 1962, the second annual interior 
design show sponsored by the New York Chapter of the 
American Institute of Interior Designers, the Resources 
Council of A.I.D., and the New York Herald Tribune, 
was presented at the Seventh Regiment Armory in New 
York from October 6th through the 15th. Approximately 
130 room settings and displays offered the viewing public 
a look at the best in interior furnishings as well as cre- 
ative ways of using them. The imaginative settings by 
leading interior designers ranged from period rooms to 
an “astrotel”, from country kitchens to elegant bedrooms. 
As in last year’s show, nearly every conceivable design 
style was to be seen. Especially significant: the growing 
influence of Spanish furnishings; a return to traditional 
English styles in several rooms; an increased use of pat- 
tern for background materials (plain walls were outnum- 
bered by those with patterned surfaces with emphasis on 
fabric wall coverings, especially damask designs) ; elab- 
orate flooring including intricate vinyl inlays, ceramic 
tile, natural materials laminated in vinyl, and carpeting 
in bright floral or abstract designs; a deeper palette for 
background colors; the use of stained and leaded glass 


for architectural interest. One-room apartments and 
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multipurpose rooms offered a number of space-saving 
ideas and decorating tricks on visually enlarging areas— 
a country kitchen that doubles as a family living room, 
a remodeled attic designed as a guest room, and an in- 
genious bedroom setting with décor that can be changed 
with the seasons. Although many individuals contributed 
considerable time and effort to the success of Decoration

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Historic Newport 


Newport is the largest existing authentic Colonial city in the U.S., but this fact 
is not generally realized for the reason, mainly, that long periods of neglect and 
disinterest have wrought a great deal of havoc to the older sections of the city. 
Important things, however, are now under way in the restoration of these historic 
sections in a program sponsored by the Preservation Society of Newport County, 
a nonprofit organization founded approximately fifteen years ago by Mrs. George 
Henry Warren, president of the Society. 

The purpose of the organization is to preserve as much as possible of old New- 
port—which is not to be confused with the elaborate 19th-century colony—in a 
working manner, including single houses and whole areas; to this end it will eventu- 
ally own, restore and furnish a representative fine house of each architectural 
period as an exhibit house open to the public. Its help is constructive, and often 
preventative, in that it does attempt to stop further destruction of quality architecture. 
The project is now well under way, with fifteen buildings and houses on view. 

Whereas Williamsburg, in Virginia, has 86 authentic period buildings, Newport 
has over 400 18th-century structures and ten dating from the 17th century. The 
Preservation Society has expended funds for city planning, architectural assistance 
and the quick purchasing of buildings to keep them in proper hands or to prevent 
their destruction and to foster a general all-round interest in the city itself. It has 
also amassed a collection of authentic Newport furniture by way of purchase, gift 
and loan. No effort is being exerted to turn Newport into a museum city, however, 
as this would be an impossibility with its large summer and year-round population 
and with the city the home of the North Atlantic Destroyer fleet and the War College. 

In case of private ownership, the Preservation Society provides the owner with 


architectural and interior design consultation, involving such matters as exterior

The Bettmann Archive is well known in publishing, ad- 


vertising and graphic art a major source for illustra- 
tive material ranging in subject from aardvark to zymo- 
sis. Founded in 1935 by Dr. Otto L. Bettmann, the 
Archive has a vast accumulation of prints, photographs 
and books, a special collection of film stills of the Pearl 
White era, tons of irreplaceable glass negatives docu- 
menting American history from the Civil War to the 
1920’s, and magic lantern slides showing comics, clas- 
sics of literature and temperance lectures. Interior de- 
signers will find the collection especially helpful in 
finding material for photostatic murals or in locating 
pictures and drawings relating to a special theme. Dr. 
Bettmann started his collection as a hobby while still 
a youth in Berlin where he worked as a museum curator. 
Since then he has also co-authored several books includ- 
ing “A Pictorial History of Music” on which he col- 
laborated with music critic Paul Henry Lang. The 
Archive’s new quarters at 136 East 57th Street, New 
York, pictured here and on the facing page, were de- 
signed by Mrs. Bettmann, a professional interior de- 
signer who works under the name of Anne Gray 
Interiors. Attractive and efficient with furnishings of 
contemporary design, the new quarters include a recep- 
tion and conference area where clients can examine

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Chinese Art Treasures 


The most important loan exhibition of Chinese art ever 
sent to the United States was recently on view at The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, on loan from the Republic 
of China and now on a tour of leading American mu- 
seums. The Imperial collection of the Manchu dynasty 
was largely assembled in the 18th century for the Em- 
peror Ch’ien Lung in the Peiping Palace. When ithe 
Japanese invaded Manchuria in the 1930's, the collection 
was shipped south to Shanghai and Nanking, then inland 
to Szechwan and Kweichow Provinces for safekeeping 
through World War II. After the war, the Peiping Palace 
collection was returned briefly to Nanking, then, to escape 
the Communists, moved to Taiwan in 1949, with major 
parts of the Nanking Museum collections. The treasures, 
spanning 2,900 years of Chinese art from the llth 


century B.C. to the 18th century A.D., with all major 
periods of Chinese art represented, include masterpieces 
of painting, as well as porcelain, jade, bronze, enamel and 
lacquer ware, silk weaving and calligraphy. Rarely shown 
outside China, these priceless objects were selected irom 
35,000 art treasures once housed in the Peiping Palace 
and now preserved in the underground vaults of the Na- 
tional Palace Museum and the National Central Museum. 
both in Taiwan. The exhibition is under the joint 
honorary patronage of President John F. Kennedy and 
Mrs. Kennedy, President Chiang Kai-shek and Madame 
Chiang. Beginning Dec. Ist, the exhibition will be on view 
at the Boston Museum of Fine Arts before being shown 
at the Art Institute of Chicago, and then at the M. H. 


de Young Memorial Museum, in San Francisco.

The newest fillip to the window shade 
story is a handsome collection of cus- 
tom-printed shades correlated with fab- 
rics and wallpapers by Howard and 
Schaffer, Inc., 22 East 55th Street, New 
York (the new showroom address).

and interior paint colors, proper design and correct 
garden planting. The hope is that by way of this service, 
more persons will become interested in restoring and liv- 
ing in the houses now available and which continually 
become available. 

The public buildings of Newport are most unusual. 
Colony House, the Redwood Library, the Brick Market, 
Trinity Church, Truro Synagogue, the Quaker Meeting 
House, the White Horse Tavern and others are outstand- 
ing examples of fine American historic architecture. These 
are the types of buildings which Williamsburg has found 
it necessary to reconstruct from the ground up. In New- 
port these public buildings, which still exist, came about 
because the city, up until the time of the Revolution, 
was one of the largest and most prosperous cities of the 
original colonies; but it suffered badly during the Revo- 
lution and never quite recovered, and the buildings were 
never sacrificed to “progress.” The fact that it is on an 
island has deterred industry from making encroachments. 
Because Newport never became a commercial city, the 
citizens lived on in their 18th-century houses without 
changing the appearance of the town a great deal. General 
Rochambeau’s headquarters were in Newport, and Ad- 
miral de Ternay, Commander of the French Fleet, died 
in the Hunter House, which is now a possession of the 
Preservation Society and open to the public. George III's 
ascension to the throne was announced from the balcony 
of the Colony House, and George Washington, along 
with almost all of our patriots, was a frequent visitor 
to the town. The wealth of 18th-century Newport was 
based upon sea trade, and the fine houses of the town 
were built by the ship owners and merchants. 

A reproduction program similar to those instituted 
by Colonial Williamsburg and other museums, and a 
reflection in the interest of the collections at Newport 
and elsewhere of Newport items, has been inaugurated 
with the aim of supplying reproductions of many of the 
furnishings to be found in the houses, These may be 
ordered by interior designers for their clients from the 
respective manufacturers and through the Newport Store. 
The names of the participating manufacturers, with ex- 
amples of their products, are included in the presenta- 
tion herewith. 

The Newport Store, located in The Brick Market, is 
owned by Charles Burr Lamar, A.I.D., and W. Dean 
Gillette, A.I.D. The Brick Market, built in 1762 and 
restored in 1930, is owned by the City of Newport and 
faces the oldest building in the city, the Colony House, 
built in 1739. The building was designed by Peter Har- 
rison, America’s first professional architect. 

The furniture and silver of 18th-century Newport are 
among the most highly prized by collectors today. New-
